PRdDUCTIONBELOW 


FIGURJESjOF 1919 


Washington, D. C., April 17,—The 


present mine strike has cut down coal 
production much more than did the 
coal strike in 1919, officials of 
tho 


Geological suivey today revealed. Tho 
effect upon the country, however, has 
been much less disastrous during the 
first two weeks than'was the 1919 
walk-out. Total coal production, both 
bituminous and anthracite, during the 
first week of the strike amounted to 
only 3 798.00(1 tons, as compared with 
a total of 5,590,000 during the first 
week of the 1919 strike. Just befoic 
the strike now in effect the produc- 
tion was 
approximately 
30,000,000 


tons per week. Telegraphic returns 
of the sur%py druing last week, the 
second week of the strike, revealed 
that the striking forces apparently 
are holding their ovm.

It is estimated that about 80,000 persons'hunted, fished 


and cammed m the Pennsylvania state forests *last>ear. Ap 
proximately one of every hundred inhabitants, that is took 
advantage 6f the opportunties for recreation afforded by the 
Commonwealth's woodlands—not a bad showing in view oi 
itie remotenss of these playgrounds from the thickly populated 
centers. 


The number of persons making use of the s,tate forestf 


for recreation will increase steadily. There are still many who 
do not know where the woods are situated, nor of the sport 
that is to be had in them, nor of the friendly treatment ac- 
corded visitors by the foresters. 
It is not generally known 


for example, that a permanent camp site can be leased froir 
IJie-fitate for as littie a& $7.00 a year. That there is plenty oi 
room for campers is shown by the report of the bureau oi 
lands that thei 758 permanent camps now established occupj 
only 480 acres in a domain of 1,125,000 acres. Four hundred 
permits for temporary camps in the state forests were is-suet 
last year,. There is no change for them. There ought to have 
been many tfm'es that number of temporary camps, and doubt 
less there will be in a few years. 


Hunting and fishing attract a large part of the forest vis 


itors. That good sport is to be had is indicated by the report 
that 1,400 deer and 125 bear were killed on state forest lane 
last autumn. 
But there are other joys besides the pursuit oi 


fish and game." The forests are for the most part in the moun-

There are still many who 
do not know where the woods are situated, nor of the sport 
that is to be had in them, nor of the friendly treatment ac- 
corded visitors by the foresters. 
It is not generally known 


for example, that a permanent camp site can be leased froir 
IJie-fitate for as littie a& $7.00 a year. That there is plenty oi 
room for campers is shown by the report of the bureau oi 
lands that thei 758 permanent camps now established occupj 
only 480 acres in a domain of 1,125,000 acres. Four hundred 
permits for temporary camps in the state forests were is-suet 
last year,. There is no change for them. There ought to have 
been many tfm'es that number of temporary camps, and doubt 
less there will be in a few years. 


Hunting and fishing attract a large part of the forest vis 


itors. That good sport is to be had is indicated by the report 
that 1,400 deer and 125 bear were killed on state forest lane 
last autumn. 
But there are other joys besides the pursuit oi 


fish and game." The forests are for the most part in the moun- 
tains, a,nd the mountain scenery of Pennsylvania 
is grand 


Persons with healthy minds will find keen pleasure in! tramp- 
ing through the woods just for the sake of seeing the views 
and the ti'ees and the birds and the flowers. It it> as good as a 
tonic for city dwellers.
